The F ill, like three others 
of the con trov ersial plan es 
lost sin ce Sept. 28, v an ished 
on a n ight mission . It was

pu terized cou rse ju st abov e 
the demilitarized zon e in the 
sou thern pan han dle of North 
Vietn am Its crewmen were 
reported missin g.

WCTU Honors Two, 
Marks Birthday 


Two Salem citizens have 
been honored by the Salem 
W oman’s C hristian Tem ­ 
perance Union. They are: 
Ray L. Dean, editor of The 
Salem News, and Elden R. 
Groves, editor and columnist 
of Farm & Dairy, weekly 
magazine. 
This honor came to them in 
appreciation of the stand they 
, 
^a ^en 
against 
wlcoholism in general and 
their liberal public support.of 
the 
Union’s 
tem perance 
education program. Plaques 
were presented to these men 
by the president, Mrs. Edith 
L. Dean. 
Miss Pearl Walker, public 
relations director, originated 
this project in observance of 
the Union’s 90th anniversary. 


BACK ON NOV. 24, 1882, a 
group of Salem women, 
representing five churches - 
Methldist,' Baptist, Christian, 
P resbyterian and Friends 
met in the First Friends 
Church, Dry St., now E. 
Pershing St., and organized 
the city’s first civic unit - the 
Salem W om an’s Christian 
Temperance Union. 
With these women on this 
occasion was Mrs. Mary A. 
W oodbridge, of R avenna, 
president of Ohio WCTU from 
1879 to 1886. who gave the 


organizational address.

There are n ow 227 black 
state leg islators in 38 states, 
compared with 206 in 37 
states before the election . 
Black can didates ran 
for 
office in 31 states an d also 
hold seats in an addition al 
sev en states in which n o 
leg islativ e election was held 
Nov . 7. 


Cou pled with an in crease of 
three in the US.Hou se of Rep­ 
resen tativ es, blacks 
n ow 
hav e more political clou t than 
at an y time sin ce Recon ­ 
stru ction followin g the Civ il 
War. 
Accordin g to the su rv ey , 
blacks were elected in three 
states—Arkan sas, Min n esota 
an d Oreg on —where n on e 
hav e serv ed recen tly . 
Other sizable g ain s were 
achiev ed by blacks in Ar­ 
kan sas, Tex as an d In dian a. 
Voters in Arkan sas elected 
blacks to three seats in the 
state's hou se an d on e in the 
sen ate. Althou g h Tex as lost 
its lon e black state sen ator 
when Barbara Jordan ran 
su ccessfu lly for the US. 
Hou se, the black con tin g en t 
in the Tex as Hou se rose from 
two to n in e.

Dear Reader — Most cold 
and 
throat 
infections 
are 
caused 
by 
viruses. 
An­ 
tibiotics are 
of no value 
whatever in treating these 
ordinary virus infections. 
Antibiotics 
are 
helpful 
in 
eliminating some organisms 
that are much like viruses 
which is why it is useful in 
“ virus pneumonia,’’ which is 
not 
caused 
by 
a 
virus. 
Streptococcal 
sore 
throats 
(caused by bacteria 
not 
viruses) are properly treated 


with penicillin. Anyone who 
has an allergy' reaction to 
antibiotics is doubly foolish to 
be taking these medicines. It 
is true that antibiotics help 
clear up secondary infections 
and doctors sometimes give 
them for that purpose. 
Antibiotics can sometimes 
prodqpe very severe reac­ 
tions including joint pains

calendar, w’hich comes in a 
cy cle once ev ery 12 y ears on a 
rotational basis, describes 
people born in the ox or bu ll 
y ear as being noted for their 
bov ine-like behav ior. They 
often may be slow in mind 
and 
mov ement. 
Nev er­ 
theless, they attain their goal 
with 
perserv erance 
and 
determ ination. They are 
mentally alert, speak little 
bu t once they get started they 
are eloqu ent. They anger 
easily and may be accentric 
and 
begoted, 
Japanese 
soothsay ers note, bu t they 
are dex terou s and hate to fail. 
The ox y ears are 1889. 1901, 
1913, 1925, 1937, 1949, 1961, 
1973, 1985, etc. 
U. S. President Richard 
Nix on was born an ox , so was 
U. S. Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers, both in 
1913. 
Japan's 
Em peror 
Hirohito is a noted ox , so is 
'Nobel prize winning scientist 
•Linu s Pau ling, both 12 y ears 
“earlier. Then there is Isreal’s 
•President Zalman Shazar and 
comedians Danny Kay e and 
Red Skelton, singer Mary 
Martin and actress Loretta 
You ng and Western Samoa’s 
head 
of 
state 
Malietoa 
Tanu mafili 
II, 
Algeria’s 
President 
Col. 
Hou ari 
Bou medienne, hu morist Art 
Bu chwald. actors 
Richard 
Bu rton, Peter Sellers and 
Jtod Steiger, entertainers 
Sammy Dav is Jr. and Jack 
Lemmon. President Idi Amin 


of Uganda, Pierre Salkrtger,

The ox or bu ll takes ov er 
from the mou se or rat who 
had things pretty mu ch its 
way in 1972, a y ear ¿narked 
by economic realignm ent, 
Japan getting a new prime 
m inister, and the United 
States mov ing closer toward 
Mainland China. 
Large and small images of 
the ox or bu ll — the second in 
the oriental zodiac, the others 
being the tiger, rabbit, 
dragon, 
serpent, 
horse, 
sheep, monkey , rooster, dog 
and boar, in the order named 
— grace Japanese shops as 
gold, silv er, wood or china 
pieces. The animal, in anger 
or peace, decorates calen­ 
ders, and New’ Year greeting 
cards and cakes and candies 
of their likeness are fou nd 
ev ery where. 
Bu t u nlike some cou ntries 
su ch as India, the ox or bu ll 
has nev er been considered 
sacred 
in 
Japan. 
The 
Japanese hav e traditionally 
looked u pon them as beasts of 
bu rden. People here refu sed 
to eat beef u ntil steaks were 
introdu ced into Japan by 
“ The Hairy B arbarians” 
more than a centu ry ago. 
Ex cept for special bu lls, 
dedicated to the Tenjin 
Shrines in Japan, which the 
Shinto Gods were believ ed to 
ride, ox en generally were 
looked down on becau se of the 
menial tasks they performed.

Sales o f 
electric train s, acco rdin g to 
trade statistics, su rp assed 
those of model racin g cars 
last y ear for the first time 
since 
1962 with continued 
growth anticipated for this 
y ear. 
The first model railroad 
sets were introduced in this 
country at the turn of the 
century by J oshua L. Cowen, 
whose middle name soon 
became sy nony mous with toy 
trains. The first Lionel trains 
were 
produced 
before 
electricity was in wide use for 
home lighting, thus the early 
sets were battery operated. A 
few y ears later, Lionel in­ 
troduced an electric train, 
and the battery operated cars 
were eliminated. 
The popularity of electric 
trains continued to increase 
as the trains became more 
sophisticated and 
life-like. 
By the early 19 50s, electric 
trains had become America’s 
favorite hobby as thousands 
of 
people 
dev eloped 
miniature railroad 
lay outs 
that were constantly being 
ex panded. 
But inlthe late 50s and early 
60s. electric trains and model 
r a i l r oa d i n g 
b e g a n 
diminishing and by the late 
60s, Lionel trains were no 
longer being produced. 


Then 
in 
19 69 , Mo del 
Products 
receiv ed an ex ­ 
clu siv e licen se fro m the 
Lio n el Co rp . to man u factu re 
an d sell Lio n el train s. Mo del 
Products, a Gen eral Mills 
su bsidiary , set u p p ro du ctio n 
facilities in Mt. Clemen s, 
Mich, an d at the o ld Lio n el 
plant in Hillside, N. J. By 
mid-summer of 19 70, the 
company was producing 2,000 
sets a day . Prompted by the 
success of the

many of the old Lionel molds,

Allergies Thrive 
On Festive Foods

CHICAGO (AP 
) — A 
leading phy sician has two 
words of adv ice for Christ­ 
mas 
celeb rants 
— 
moderation 
and 
self- 
descipline. 
This, say s Dr. Andrew L. 
Bany ai, may not prev ent all 
the distress that arises from 
eating u nu su al foods and too 
mu ch food and drink ing more 
than u su al, b u t at least will 
minimize some of the effects. 
The phy sician, a nativ e of 
Hu ngary , 
is 
a 
former 
p resident of the American 
College of Chest Phy sicians 
and 
em eritu s 
clinical 
p rofessor of medicine at 
M arq u ette 
U niv ersity , 
Milwau k ee. 
He 
continu es 
on 
the 
editorial b oard of the jou rnal 
“Chest”, pu b lished b y the 
college, in which he wrote an 
article ^ab ou t 
“inadv ertent 
encou nters at Christm as 
time” . These are p rimarily 
allergic reactions. 
Dr. Bany ai noted that the 
holiday is occasion for gifts to 
children and that “also, there 
is lik ely to b e lib eral offering 
of fru its, nu ts, and candy .” 
“Su ch fancy edib les and 
festiv e meals b ring to mind 
dissonant and distracting 
possib ility of allergic reac­ 
tions which may mar the 
festiv ities,” he added. 
There are more than 2 ,000 
v arieties of candy , and 
chocolate is prob ab ly the 
most popu lar, Dr. Bany ai 
points ou t. This flav oring is 
responsib le for allergies in 
many persons, who may hav e 
sk in reactions, sneezing, 
clogging* of nose, cou ghing, 
wheezing, stomaoh ache and 
v omiting, he said. 
Candy may also contain 
soy b ean deriv ativ es, to which 
many are allergic, he said. 
“Dietary indiscretions are 
too common” at Christmas 
time, Dr. Bany ai said, noting 
that “enticing fav orite and 


esoteric foods may b e con­ 
su med in large q u antities.” 
C hristm as 
celeb rants 
freq u ently eat things they 
normally do not eat, so they 
may b e u naware that they 
are allergic to a p articu lar 
su b stance, he said. 
Not only may these reac­ 
tions b e cau sed b y the foods, 
b u t also b y the flav orings, 
additiv es, 
colorings and 
tex tu rizers, he said. 
The sy mptoms may inclu de 
inflammation of the nose, 
cou gh, throat swelling, asth­ 
m a, 
stomach 
distress, 
headache, 
v ascu lar 
dif­ 
ficu lties, v omiting, colic, 
fev er and loss of ap p etite. 
Tiredness, mental fatigu e 
and irritab ility 
may also 
follow. 
Grain, m alt, hop s and 
grap es u sed in alcoholic 
b ev erages, as well as other 
su b stances 
in 
these 
b ev erages, may also cau se 
allergies, Dr. Bany ai pointed 
ou t. 
The heart may b e inv olv ed 
in these reactions with at­ 
tack s of angina, he said. 
The emotions are k nown to 
b e inv olv ed in some allergic 
reactions and Dr. Bany ai said 


the tension and ex citement of 
the holiday may contrib u te in 
adu lts as well as children. 
Since reactions often v ary 
in relation to the amou nt of 
su b stance, the p hy sician 
said, holiday -mak ers shou ld 
tak e 
“ reasonab ly 
small 
amou nts” of foods and drink 
they are u naccu stomed to. 
And he cau tioned that some 
people are allergic to the 
smok e 
from 
others’ 
cigarettes and may b ecome 
u ncomfortab le at Christmas 
p arties. 
• The Christmas tree and its 
decorations and Christmas 
gifts 
may 
all 
p rodu ce 
allergies, he said. 
Children may hav e reac­ 
tions from wool, rab b it and 
goat hair, cotton, “and ev en 
silk " often fou nd in fancy 
dolls, he said, and the wood 
and resins of Christmas trees 
may 
b ring 
allergic 
discomfort to some. 
The coloring material on 
rib b ons, sy nthetic p lastics, 
glu e, sp ray s and other su b ­ 
stances which are common at 
Christm as lik ewise 
may 
cau se discomfort and ev en 
seriou s reactions, he said. 
These 
allergy -cau sing 
su b stances, som etim es get 
into 
children’s 
b odies 
b ecau se they pu t their fingers 
in their mou ths. Dr. Bany ai 
said.___ ______________

A National Heritage 
And Where It Beg an 


NEW

Americans will be a strange 
blending of English and 
Dutch 
holiday 
cultures, 
spiced, as it were, by little 
touches borrowed from other 
lands. 
The carols we sing, the 
evergreens and trees in the 
living rooms and at the door, 
and the wonderful story of 
Santa and his sleigh are 
inheritances from the Dutch 
and English pioneers of three 
centuries ago. 
It was in the Hudson River 
Valley that customs and 
traditions we follow todav 
were fused into a national 
heritage, not only by the 
early settlers, but by the 
m a s t e r 
s t o r y - t e l l e r . 
Washington Irving, who did 
more to establish the holiday 
than any other one American. 
Nowhere in the country can 
the different origins of the 
season be seen so definitively 
as at three National Historic 
Landmarks in an eleven mile 
stretch 
along the eastern 
shore of the Hudson in New 
York state. 
These are: Philipsburg 
Manor. Upper Mills, in North 
Tarrvtown. a restoration of 
an early Dutch manor house 
and gristmill;. 
Van Corlandt Manor, in 
Croton-on-Hudson, 
where 
Dutch traditions vied with 
English and at 
Sunnyside, 
Washington 
Irving's home in Tarrytown. 
Each of these properties 
have been restored to its era 
of greatest influence by 
Sleepy Hollow Restorations, 
a 
non-profit 
educational 
foundation established by the 
late John D. Rockefeller. Jr. 
This 
Christmas 
the 
buildings at the Dutch mill 
will be decorated as the 
owners would have done it in 
the years from 1680 to 1730, 
Van Cortlandt Manor will 
resemble a country home of 
the period of the American 
Revolution and Sunnyside 
will duplicate the decorations 
which Irving wrote about and 
planned himself. 
Together, the 
properties 
form a kaleidoscope of the 
Christmas season as it was 
being formalized in this 
country. 
Sunnyside is particularly 
important 
because 
Irving, 
more than any other person, 
shaped modern 
Christmas 
traditions. 
He 
welded 
together the figures of the 
Dutch .patron saint Sin- 
terklass and his old English 
c o u n t e r p a r t . 
F a t h e r 
Christmas. Out of the process 
emerged the Santa 
Claus 
American 
children 
love 
today. 
In one of the earliest works 
written 
by 
Irving 
— 
“ Diedrich 
Knickerbocker’s 
History of New York” — the 
author wrote of Sinterklaas 
but called him St. Nicholas: 
“ The good St. 
Nicholas 
W'ould often make his ap­ 
pearance riding jollily among 
the tree tops, or over the roofs 
of the houses, now and then 
drawing forth magnificent 
presents from his breeches 
pockets, and dropping them 
down the chimneys of his 


favorites ... He never shows 
us the light of his coun­ 
tenance. nor ever visits us, 
save one night a year, w’hen 
he rattles down the chimneys 
i*

Sent abroad by President 
Tyler at Daniel Webster's 
suggestion. Irving served as 
Amtiassador to Spain and 
sorely missed taeing at homo 
in his beloved Sunnyside.

Christmas in the usual style * 
he WTote his favorite niece in 
1843, “ and that the cottage 
was decked with evergreens 
You must not let my absence 
cause you relaxations in the 
old rules and customs of the 
cottage: everything must go 
on the same as it did when I 
was there." 
With help of many of 
Irving's letters and notes, the 
hostesses at the house will 
decorate his home just as it 
was when he was writing the 
five-volume Life of George 
Washington, his last great 
work. 
A green wreath will hang at 
the front door and a Christ­ 
mas 
tree trimmed with 
candles, candy canes, sugar 
plums and strings of popcorn, 
will stand in the parlor. Tin* 
dining table will be set for 
holiday dessert while a great 
red satin ribbon will encircle 
it with bows at each corner. 
Philipsburg Manor, the 
sturdy stone house built in the 
last years of the 1600's, on the 
other hand, will reflect early

The living, growing, green 
twig recalls the old Dutch 
saying: 
“ The finer the foliage, the 
better the family fortunes in

Visitors to the old manor 
house will see three oranges 
in a bowl on the parlor table, 
a reminder of the legend 
about St. Nicholas’s gift of

dowries

Holland. In the kitchen they 
will see wooden shoes of a 
size fit for children, and at 
least one will hold a birch 
switch, indicating that one of 
the small fry had disobeyed 
the rules and might not find a 
present under the tree.

Manor that the wedding of 
Dutch and English cultures is 
best discovered. The Van 
Cortlandts were of Dutch 
descent but by the time of the

The service again expects 
its postal system to deliver 
another

volum e

Christm as m ail, surpassing 
the new m ark of 9.06 billion 
pieces of m ail during Nov. 27 
— Dec. 24 last year. 
The system 
handled 
125 
million 
package 
deliveries 
last season — up 4 per cent. 
Officials expect the m ail 
load to be up another 4 per 
cent this season 
And the best help the public 
can give is to m ail 
their 
packages as soon as possible 
so that the system doesn't 
become jam m ed around Dec. 
18. the peak of the m ailing 
season. 
The service handles about 
85 billion pieces of mail, som e 
7 
billion 
a 
month 
or 500 
m illion pieces on a real heavy 
day. but the volum e doubles 
between Dec. 2 and Dec. 23. 
J. F. Jones, m anager of 
transportation services, said 
in

protected to ensure they will 
not get dam aged. 
A s a guide, he listed the 
following: 
— If a single item is being 
m ailed, 
it 
sh o u ld 
be 
cu sh io n e d 
w ith 
sh re d d e d 
paper, excelsior, com pressed 
tissue paper, cloth or ex­ 
panded plastic foam. 
— If two or m ore item s are 
m ailed in the sam e carton or 
box. c u sh io n in g 
m a te ria l 
should protect all items from 
contact with each other, and 
each item should h a \e its own 
individual wrapper. 
— F ra g ile articles m ust be 
individually cushioned, and 
all four sides of the container 
sh o u ld 
be 
padded 
w ith 
cushioning m aterial. 
— Tape used to seal con­ 
tainers should be of durable 
type — 60 pounds m inim um 
strength — and should cover 
or secure firm ly all flaps 
— 
Paper 
for 
the 
outer 
wrapping should be at least 
equal in quality and strength 
to the stock used for grocery 
bags. Such bags, 
in 
good 
condition, provide excellent 
w rapping when trim m ed to 
the proper size to fit package 
snuggly. 
— Wrapped packages also 
should be secured with strong 
tw ine, not o rd in a ry ligh t 
strin g . 
T w in e 
sh o u ld 
be 
knotted 
at 
se v e ra l 
in ­ 
tersecting points to keep it 
from loosening 
— All packages that con­ 
tain delicate articles should 
be m arke d . “ FR A G ILE” , 
and 
any 
food 
o r 
oth er 
pro d u cts 
that 
m ig h t 
deteriorate quicklv should be 
m arked 
“ PERISHABLE” . 
— 
All 
packages 
should 
contain the nam e and address 
of the person to whom it is 
being 
m aile d 
in sid e 
the 
package as well a s outside. 
An address contained inside 
the package is insurance that 
it will be received prom ptly 
even if accidentally broken 
open or if the outside w rapper 
should become torn or the 
o u tsid e 
a d d re ss 
sh o u ld 
become obliterated. 
— U se the Z IP Codes and 
m ake sure the address 
is 
correct. 
The one factor that no one 
can control alw ays plays an 
im portant part in whether the 
m ail gets through on time. 
“We alw ays pray for good 
w eather,” said Jones.
